The similarities of the recent show 
of opposition to the consolidation of 
the cities of Albany and Decatur, and 
the long fight necessary in colonist 
times to secure the final ratification 
of the American constitution, suggest 
a new way of encouragement to those 
who are standing firm for city consol­ 
idation.

It was charged that those for the 
federal constitution met behind closed 
doors. 
A great storm of opposition 
greeted the new constitution when it 
was offered for ratification. 
Rich- 
jt* ard Henry Lee, who was the mover 
for the Declaration of Independence

sional fight against the constitution. 
Just as now, some, who early came 
out publicly for consolidation 
and 
gave «their council for it, r.ve now op­ 
posing it. In Washington’s day, when 
he tfas Working for the constitution 
he was called an “old fool,” and Ben­ 
jamin'4 Kmnkhn un “old dotard” who 
had learned to love Euro]«e and wish­ 
ed td fix foreign ideas on the new na­ 
tion/just as those absolutely true to 
both‘Albany and Decatur are now be­ 
ing falsely charged with lack of loy­ 
alty * to one or both towns,
